She could" breathe freely, was in good humour, and 
had a good Stomach 5 and ever fince has continued in 
perfect health. Now, feeing the returns are not lb fre¬ 
quent, and the Symptoms are lb notably diminiCh'd, I 
am in hopes this may loon have an end: or at leaft ’tis 
very probable to me, that thefe accidents will totally 
ceafe,* whenever Ihe comes to have her Catamenia.

ble paflage, which idr the uncommonnefs obit 
deferves a more particular account than I (hall pretend 
to give you. On Decetnk die 4th, 1699, a certain 
perfon digging in a ground r Of Sir John Ryle/s, s iiparthe- 
Devizes in WiltJInre, about tfwpTootfmder tlW furface 
took up a Pot of a pretty -Harrow mouth, about *8 
Inches in its greateft circumference, and 10 Inches deep, 
the Clay of a bluilh colour* and of fuch ftrength and 
cotnpa&nels, as it Teem’d hut little injur’d by Time, 
containing leveral hundred pfecespfancient Roman Co$n 
by different Emperors, with great variety oi curious Fi. 
gures and Devices on the Rev-erfes. The mod: were of 

Copper, 
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Copper, and but a very few of mixt metal. A great 
number had the Chambers effac’d, but the legible were 
the faireft I 'ever faw 3 a great many choice pieces were 
pick’d out before I had the opportunity to view them 
in the condition 'they were found. However, I had 
the luck to light on as good as moft were. ’Tis ob- 
fervable many of the faid Pieces were gilt with’ Silver, 
which on feveral that I have feen feem’d very little im¬ 
paired, tlio they have lain under ground for feme Ages, 
and appear’d as much Canker’d as the-reft. 1 have 
among-feveral others two very odd Pieces 3 one of 
them gilt 3 on one fide a Womans f$ce, with this In- 
fcriptiOn 'SALO-Nl N A A IX G , the other a 
Womans face, part of the Infcription H E-L ENA, 
the remaining Charafters I cannot decypher. On the 
Reverfe P A X P V B L I C A. This latter is of a 
mixt metal refembling Brafs, of thelargenefs of a Silver- 
penny ungilt. Thus far of Coyn. Now I conceive it 
not amifs to let you underhand, that about the fame 
time, and within a few yards of the fame place, were 
found fome Pots, made of a very firm and durable 
Clay, of pretty ftrange Figures, and different Earth, 
two of which I have by me, one of them fomewhat 
refembling an Oyfter-pot, is about T? of an inch thick, 
9 inches in Circumference, and 5 £ in depth, and for 
ftrength and compa&nefs, fcarce to be parallelled by 
any now made 3 the other is one half of the Pot, in 
which the treafure was found. There is like wife ano¬ 
ther Pot in the hands of another perfon, of about 11 
Inches circumference, and 3 ? deep, wherein was found 
a whitidi Powder, fuppofed by the owner to bq, the 
afhes of humane Bones, and therefore by him taken to 
be an Urn. But the Experiment made on the fuppofed 
Bone afhes, by putting a fmall portion into the bowl of 
a clean Tobacco-pipe made glowing, it foon appear’d 
to the contrary 3 for the faid Platter immediately kin¬ 
dled 
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died into a bright flame, and Cent forth a fcent fomc- 
what like that of hoofs or horns, tho it had a very 
fragrant fmell before. I am told moreover, _ that ’tis 
very ufual in thefe parts of the Kingdom to find vari¬ 
ous forts of ancient Earthen Ware, feme exceeding 
China in finenefs.
